Patent Applications 10/520,573; 10/552,456; 10/544,520; and 10/543,585 have been 
reviewed, are accepted, and have been recorded. The obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections are withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment

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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention pertains to the bicyclic compounds according to Formula I 
in and methods of using these compounds for the treatment of specific inflammatory 
diseases, obesity, and diabetes via the muscarinic receptor. 

The compounds according to formula I are free of the prior art; nothing known in 
the art anticipates or renders the compounds of the instant application obvious. The 
closest prior art related to the formula I is the inventors own work, (see ODP rejections). 

One skilled in the art would be enabled to make and use the compounds taught 
herein for the purpose of treating specific inflammatory diseases, obesity, and diabetes 
using the teachings of the Specification (see background section, pages 1-3 and 
biological assays on pages 50-56) in conjunction with the teachings in the prior art. 
Such prior art would include the reviews by Wess et al. {Life Sciences 2003, 72, 2047- 
2054) outlining the involvement of muscarinic receptor subtypes in analgesic and 
inflammatory responses; O'Neill, M. (Drug Discovery Today Oct. 2005, 10(20), 1338) 
discloses the use relationship of muscarinic receptors and diabetes; Michel et al. 
(Naunyn-Schmiedeberg's Arch Pharmacol 2006, 374, 79-85), Latifpour et al. (The 
Journal of Pharmacology and Experimental Therapeutics 1989, 249(1), 81-88), and 
Abrams et al. (British Journal of Pharmacology 2006, 148, 565-578) disclose the 
treatment of bladder disorders and diabetes with muscarinic receptor targeting 
compounds; Carrier et al. (The Journal of Pharmacology and Experimental 
Therapeutics 1987, 242(2), 531-535) and Ahren etal. (Diabetologia 1996, 39, 383-390) 
provide further evidence of the involvement of muscarinic receptors and diabetes. 
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Conclusion 

Claims 1-10, 15, 17, & 27 are allowed and are now renumbered as Claims 1-13.
